Hamlin post office is scheduled 
to get 735 new type mail boxes 
within a few days, it was this 
week announced by Postm aster 
Perry Sparks. 
They would re­ 
place the boxes that have been 
in use in the local post office 
for many year*. 


The new boxes were shipped b\ 
the m anufacturer on February 4, 
Sparks said, and they should be 
on hand within a few days. Upon 
Iheir arrival, an installation crew 
will be sent here from the Fort 
W orth regional office of the Post 
Office Department. 
New boxes had been sought for 
the post office building that was 
completed last July 1, but the 
boxes were not available at that 
time. The present boxes w?orc in­ 
stalled in the form er location in 
1931 and were of the safe com­ 
bination type. 
Sparks said that a poll of pa­ 
trons of the local office conducted 
several months ago indicated a 
preference for combination style 
boxes over the key type that are 
in use in many of the new post 
offices, and the combination type 
was asked for in the requisition.

Livestock Producers 
Urged to Keep Alert 
For Cattle Lice in Area 


Livestock producers of the Ham­ 
lin sector are cautioned to l>e on 
the lookout for cattle lice. 
They 
are abundant and 
injurious to 
rattle during winter and spring 
months, when the hair Is long, 
according to Bill Lehmberg, coun­ 
ty agent. 
Both DDT and toxaphene give 
good control, Lehmberg reports. 
The animal can be sprayed with 
eight pounds of 50 per cent wet- 
table DDT powder per 100 gallons 
of w ater or 10 pounds of 40 per 
cent toxaphene. 
Methoxychlor should be substi­ 
tuted for DDT for use on dairy 
cattle because of the danger of 
DDT heing absorbed and stored 
in the butter-fat and milk. 
It is 
used at the same rates as DDT.

Dr. Cox ad­ 
vises that everyone observe the 
known rules of sanitation. 
Th^se 
practices have proven their value 
not alone in the 
prevention of 
polio, hut of other diseases such 
as typhoid fever, dysentery and 
m alaria. 
F,ven when a definite 
preventive of polio Is available to 
the public they should not dis­ 
continue 
their 
efforts 
toward 
m aintaining 
sanitary 
surround­ 
ings. 


Sa n ita ry efforts should he ca r­ 
ried out every month and every 
day in the year. 
Householders, 
business houses and industries are 
responsible 
for 
keeping 
their 
property in a sanita ry condition.

The death of an intestate per­ 
son tone who has made no will) 
may give rise to many problems 
regarding distribution of his sep­ 
arate esta te. 
L a st week we in­ 
vestigated the m anner of dividing 
the community esta te upon the 
death of a husband or wife. 
Nov/ 
we shad see that, where separate 
property is involved, a com pletely 
different set of rules applies in 
determining heirship and appor­ 
tioning the esta te among the righ t­ 
ful claim ants. 


As a basis for our search of 
‘ h e law, it may be well to recall 
tha t the separate esta te of a hus­ 
band or wife 
includes property 
owned by either before m arriage, 
r.nd tha t which is acquired a f t e r 1 
m arriage by gift or inheritance. 


Any other property acquired aftPr 
m arriage is presumed by law’ 10 
be com munity property until the 
contrary is clea rly proved. 


Now let us get on with the 
problem 
Here is a general idea 
as to how your separate property 
will he divided if you do not m ake 
a will with 
contrary 
provisions 
prior to your death. 


If your husband or wife sur­ 
vives and if, in addition, there are 
surviving children or descendants 
of 
previously 
deceased children, 
the children and their descendants 
immediately obtain a 
full 
(fee) 


title 
in 
two-thirds of the 
real 
esta te involved. 
The surviving 
spouse receives a life interest in 
the rem aining one-third of 
the 
real property, which passes on to 
the children and their descendants 
upon the death of the spouse. 


The rule for distributing per­ 
sonal property— cash, stocks and 
bonds, 
furniture 
or 
any 
other 
item s not constituting real esta te 
— is different. 
H ere the surviv­ 
ing spouse gets full ownership of 
one-third, and the children and 
their descendants inherit the bal­ 
ance. 


Now, suppose your husband or 
wife survives, hut there are no 
surviving 
children or 
their de­ 
scendants. 
In this case the sur­ 


viving spouse inherits all of the 
personal property involved 


W ith regard to real esta te, the 
survivor obtains full title to one- 
half, and the other half is divided 
between vour m other and father, 
if both survive you. 
If only one 
of them survives, he or she re ­ 
ceives only half of this portion, 
and the other half (or one-fourth 
of the entire real esta te) will hi' 
divided among your brothers and 
sisters 
(and 
their descendants) 
who survive. 
If there are no s u r­ 
viving brothers and sisters and 
their descendants 
then the one 
surviving parent inherits the fuh 
one-half. 


W here no parent survives, but 
there a re brothers and sisters and 
descendants, the full one-half is 
divided among these survivors. 


And. if there are no parents or 
brothers and sisters 
(and their 
descendants) surviving, then the 
surviving husband or wife inherit 
all of the real estate.
